If Iowa were one big farm, crop acre- 
ages would be about as shown at the left. 
Percentages are figured on land actually 
in farms on the basis of 1949 use. 

You'll notice that about one-third of all 
land in farms was in corn. More than 
one-sixth was in oats. Hay and rotation 
pasture accounted for about one-fifth of 
the total land in farms. 

Corn and beans together cover about 
37 per cent of the land in farms. If you 
figured corn and bean percentages on 
the basis of crop land only, you’d find 
that about 48 per cent of Iowa farm land 
is in these crops.

When corn is mentioned 
hereafter, it means either corn or beans.) 

This farmer will reduce row crop acre- 
ages 41 per cent after he gets the rotation 
going. The change will stop fertility loss- 
es as well as qualify him for price sup- 
ports. Within five years, he should raise 
as much grain as now. 

2. Here is another farmer with 140 level 
crop acres who already has a four-year 
rotation. What can he do to meet prob- 
able corn acreage reductions ahead? 

This one isn’t very hard, either. Here is 
a five-year rotation that will reduce the 
corn and bean acreage 20 per cent below 
the 70 acres in the four-year rotation. 


The crop plan is corn—oats with 
clover—corn—oats—meadow. 
That will provide 56 acres of corn, 56 
acres of oats and 28 acres of grass. 


This plan provides for sizable corn acre- 

ge reductions. It may also meet the de- 
mands of soil conservation if the land is 
level and fertile. At least, it's a good start. 

Another year of grass could be used 
instead of the oats and sweet clover green 
manure crop. Then it would be corn— 
corn—oats—meadow—pasture. 

This would be the same reduction in 
corn acres, and would be better for the 
land. But corn follows corn, and grain 
production would be lower than with the 
first five-year rotation. 

3. Another farmer has 140 crop acres 
of the rolling type. He has been using 
the four-year rotation. 

This land needs more grass to put bind- 
er in the soil. So this man should choose

the second of the five-year rotations 
given above: Corn — corn — oats — mea- 
dow—pasture. 

This rotation will reduce present corn 
and bean acres 20 per cent, and be better 
for this farmer’s land. But there is a rota- 
tion that is still better if it fits his type 
of farming. 

The farmer with the four-year rotation 
could go to a three-year rotation of corn— 
oats—-meadow. This would provide about 
47 acres each of corn, oats and grass. The 
row crop reduction, below the four-year 
rotation, would be about 33 per cent. Big 
corn or bean yields could be expected. 

4. But what if a farmer is already using 
the three-year rotation? How can he meet 
the present demands for a 19.7 per cent 
reduction in corn acreage, or whatever 
reduction may be asked in the ’50’s? 

This is a difficult problem. Such farm- 
ers May get extra consideration under the 
law and from PMA when corn acreages 
are reduced. But, if not, how can they 
meet the reduction? 


-One way would be to go to a four- 
year rotation with one year of corn 
and two years of grass. This would 
be corn—oats—meadow—pasture. It 
would mean 35 acres of corn, 35 acres 
of oats and 70 acres of meadow. 


This rotation would reduce corn acre- 
age 25 per cent. It would be a soil build- 
er. But total grain production would not 
equal that from a three-year rotation. 

Three-year crop rotation farmers could 
modify this rotation by changing to the 
four-year rotation on one or more fields. 
Leave other fields on the three-year rota- 
tion. 

There are many variations of these ro- 
tations which farmers can figure out to 
meet their own particular needs. 

Cattle farmers will usually like the ro- 
tations with two years of grass. These per- 
mit the use of brome-alfalfa mixtures. 

Cash grain farmers may have a prob- 
lem in using the grass that good rotations 
call for. The answer is livestock. 

Grass crops will make money when you 
learn how to use them. More grass in the 
rotation will build your soil. More grass 
acres save labor costs and risk.

According to the poll, Beardsley would 
have taken a plurality of the farm vote in 
a primary contest with Hickenlooper. And 
if Beardsley had run against Loveland in 
the fall election, early sentiment would 
have shaped up like this: 


Beardsley .................... 19 per cent 
Loveland ...................... 29 per cent 
Undecided ................... 22 per cent 


There will be more of a contest—on the 
farms at least — because Hickenlooper, 
not Beardsley, will oppose the Democratic 
candidate for senator 

As between Loveland and Hickenloop- 
er, how would votes be split? Men gave 
Loveland a vote of 37 per cent and Hick- 
enlooper 45 per cent. More women than 
men were undecided. 

Folks over 50 tended to favor Hicken- 
looper. Folks under 35 were inclined to 
favor Loveland. Farm Bureau members 
were 41 per cent for Hickenlooper and 35 
per cent for Loveland. 

After all the candidates are in the race, 
and before the primaries, the Wallace- 
Homestead Poll will check farm senti- 
ment again. Right now, about all you can 
say is that the Republicans have the edge 
in the Iowa senatorial race, but that it 
doesn’t look like a walk-away. 





HE fat cattle market- 

ing pattern for 1950 
begins to appear. Here’ 
the way it looks: 

Total cattle on feed i: 
the U. S. on January 1 was slightly large: 
than last year, and the largest of record 
lowa totals were up 13 per cent. Lots o! 
cattle! When will they be sold? 

January reports show number of cattle 
on feed less than three months increased 
22 per cent over last year. Cattle on feed 
under 600 pounds were 42 per cent mort 
than on January 1, 1949. 

This looks like heavy late spring and 
summer marketing. For this year, farmers 
said they intended to market 73 per cent 
of their fat cattle after April 1. Last year 
intentions were market 66 per cent 
after April 1. 

Everything now indicates that record 
numbers of fat cattle will be going to 
market during the spring, summer and 
fall months of 1950. 

There’s a chance of a price break simi- 
lar to the hog price decline of last year 
If cattle feeders can do as good a job of 
marketing as the hog men did last fall, 
the break may not be serious.

“Better than if they had been in the 


yard,” Bill said. It will be dry lot from 
now on for these, as the Topps expect to 
turn them into choice beeves. 

But a third group is headed for a sum- 
mer feed on pasture. They are lighter 
yearlings, and not so fancy. They doubt- 
less will show the most economical gains. 
For they will make the heaviest use of 
roughage. 

How much hay can you put into such 
cattle? The amount will run around 1,300 
pounds per head, according to Farm Busi- 
ness Association records. Less, if you 
feed silage. For each 1,000 pounds of 
silage will reduce the amount of hay re- 
quired by about 300 pounds. 


What kind of hay? “We don’t like 
straight alfalfa at all for feeding cat- 
tle,” said Walter Topp. Too washy, 
most feeders agree. But many use 
the alfalfa-brome mixture. 


The Topps bought prairie hay from 
Nebraska at $25 per ton, delivered. They 
are using this for their full-fed cattle. 
Home-grown clover goes to the lighter 
steers. ‘ 

Since the pasture project is the least 
speculative, let’s look into it farther. 
These yearlings are getting a little grain 
over the winter, but not too much. “Last 
winter, we roughed our yearlings on just 
silage and hay,” said Bill, ‘“‘and they didn’t 
come out too well.” 

So here’s the grain ration this time— 
per head per day: Four pounds ground 
shelled corn, three pounds ground oats, 
one pound supplement. Plus a good feed 
of silage and what hay they will clean up. 

In May, they will go onto grass and 
legume pasture. There they will get not 
more than 12 pounds per head of ground 
ear corn. “According to experience,” 
Walter reminded us, “it doesn’t pay to 
full feed on grass.” That’s true, if you 
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want them to make the greatest use of 
the grass. 

In July or August, these cattle will go 
back for 60 days’ finish in dry lot. The 
schedule, of course, is subject to change 
according to market prospects. Cattle 
feeders like to look ahead six months, and 
plan their programs accordingly. 

Feeding on pasture is becoming increas- 
ingly popular with Iowa beef growers. It’s 
the easiest way to harvest your meadows. 
Just ask Otto Scharff, of Jones county. 


“IT aim to keep just enough cattle to 
take care of the crops,” Otto said. 
“And those big yearlings sure can do 
it.” He pointed to a bunch of auto- 
matic manure spreaders that grazed 
last November on an old meadow. 


“When you feed on pasture,” Scharff 
maintained, “they only consume about 
half as much corn. I’m never going to 
feed in dry lot again.” 

He doesn’t aim at “choice” and “prime” 
beeves. “That’s for showmen,” he said. 
As Francis Kutish, of Iowa State College, 
pointed out at a recent outlook meeting, 
outlet for strictly prime beef is limited to 
fancy hotels, night clubs and the like. 

Dan Schnittjer, veteran Delaware coun- 
ty feeder, agrees with Scharff. “There’s 
only a few who can feed top cattle,” he 
said. “They have the technique, knowl- 
edge and patience. It’s a hobby with them 
They're not concerned 


, 


to some degree. 
with the money too much, either. 

“The average farmer can’t do that. He’d 
better stay practical.” 

For a farmer with but little pasture and 
who can’t turn steers out at all, Schnittjer 
advises plain cattle. Feed them all the hay 
and silage they’ll clean up. 

“We aim to feed the most hay in the 
fall,” he said, “and don’t open the silo ’til 
we start yarding cattle. Later, as it gets 
colder, we start feeding a little corn.” 


He likes to tie to corn and cob meal. 
Some go to cracked corn for cattle be- 
ing carried to a high finish. But corn 
and cob meal is the economical feed 
for ordinary stuff. 


In fact, Iowa State College tests have 
proved extra corn cobs cheapen gains still 
farther. But rate of gain slows up. At the 
end of a four-month feeding period, seil- 
ing price to break even wasn’t much dif- 
ferent for cattle fed corn plus cobs and 
those fed straight corn. 

Best place for extra roughage is gener- 
ally early in the feeding period. Schnittjer 
put the rule this way: “Keep improving 
the quality of the feed from the time you 
start feeding until the cattle go to mar- 
ket.” Corn stalks in fall, silage in winter, 
more concentrates in spring, is the idea. 

“For dry-lot cattle,” Schnittjer con- 
tinued, “it’s best not to feed silage straight 
up to the time you sell. It puts a large 
middle on them. But that’s less objec- 
tionable in commercial cattle than in the 
better kinds. Our stock generally get 
chopped straw a week or so before they 
go. They ship better that way.” 

Lush legume hay fed right up to ship- 
ping time will have the same effect as 
pasture. Droppings may look green, and 
chances are the critter will dress yellow. 
So the buyers will discriminate. 

“Objection to yellow fat is in people's 
heads,” Schnittjer said. “But if it’s there 
it means dollars and cents to the feeder. 
So he’s got to watch it.”

HERE’S nothing so very unusual about a farmer 

buying a rundown place, then buckling down to 
the job of fixing it up. But it isn’t often folks are 
able to get a complete set of “before-and-after” pic- 
tures in the process. 


So we figured you’d like to see these photos of 
the Clifford Law farm, in Woodbury county, Iowa. 
They show what many Iowa farmers have been able 
to do in the last few years. 


One of four children, Clifford Law was born on 
this farm, later farmed in South Dakota and in 
Iowa. When his father, James.Law, died in 1938, 
years of low farm prices had made-their mark on 
the farm and on its buildings. 


Cliff borrowed the money to buy out other heirs 

- and to rebuild the farmstead, moved back to the 

home place in 1944. Now the loan has been paid off 
and the big end of the job has been done. 


Farm land has been in on the face-lifting, too. 
With the help of the soil conservation program, bet- 
ter rotations have been adopted, gullies have been 
dammed and grassed, crops have been fertilized and 
contoured. 

The quarter-section, with an adjoining 80, pro- 


duces more than enough feed for the 45 cattle and 
200 hogs usually fed each year.

Pigs Grow Faster 
With A Creep 


First Two Months Are Important; A Fast 
Start Puts Shotes On The Market Sooner 


‘THE largest pigs at birth are 
mighty likely to be the biggest 
at 56 days. And thousands of 
records show the 56-day weight of 
pigs is directly connected with ho 


soon they hit market weight. SS 
So it’s important to get your ps 


pigs off to a fast start. A creep or 
an empty farrowing pen where 
pigs can exercise and nibble at 
feed is one step that helps. They 
will eat a little by the time they 
are 10 days old. 

Rolled oats are often used to 
teach young pigs to eat. You don’t 
need a feeder in the creep; a shal- 
low pan will do at first. 

Later, you can add corn, pig 
meal and other feed. And a self- 
feeder. It saves work. Even after 
the pigs start eating the same ra- 
tion as the sows, pigs still need a 
creep where they can eat. 

One word of caution about using 
a creep in the hog house. You'll 
have some litters 10 days or two 
weeks older than Others. If you 
let all of them rin to the same 
creep, that means they all can run 
back to several different sows. If 
older pigs start doing that, they 
will get bigger while the youngest 
ones get smaller. 


Keep an eye out for this 
robbing. It may pay to keep 
pigs divided into nearly equal 
age groups. Or let only part 
of the pigs into the creep at 
one time. This is no year for 
runts in the hog business, 


Sunshine can be a scarce and 
precious commodity in lowa dur- 
ing February. It is your cheapest 
source of Vitamin D—to prevent 
rickets. So let your pigs soak up 
sunshine whenever they can. On 
the sunshiny days, try to give the 
pigs direct sunlight. 

Other hog raisers swear by live- 
stock grade codliver oil during 
dark spring days. That’s for Vita- 
min D, teo. 

Pigs that have to stay penned 
up in houses need to be watched 





for anemia. Clean-ground sod is 
good insurance for older pigs. But 
many hog men feel it is not sure- 
fire for the babies. So they use a 

pperas solution. Either paint it 
he sows’ udders or give a few 
txectly to each pig. 

Heat is another item that pays 
good dividends. In addition to 
the pigs it saves at farrowing time. 
When a hog house is too cold, pigs 
don’t grow as rapidly. They burn 
too much energy in keeping warm. 

Heat bulbs or pig brooders are 
one answer here. But don’t ex- 
pect them to do the job in the 
midst of a mass of wet bedding. 





Naturally, back of all these 
things is proper feeding and 
care of your sows. See that 
they get exercise. And plenty 
of fresh water. It takes lots 
of liquid to make milk. So 
some men give their sows 
warmed slop to crowd extra 
water into them. 


Don’t neglect good alfalfa meal 
in the ration along with corn and 
oats. Plenty of mineral, plenty of 
a complete protein supplement, 
are important, too. 

Not for the first two or three 
days, of course. At that time, you 


want to feed the sows lightly. 
Some sat aloes bran, or 
soda, along with oats and alfalfa 
meal. After the litter is a few 
days old, you have plenty of time 
to increase the feed and get the 
sow on a regular ration. 

Even so, if the sows have 
stay in the farrowing house con 
stantly, you can overfeed and per 
haps scour the pigs. If that hap 
pens, reduce the feed at once. 

Your immediate goal is big 
husky pigs at weaning time. Pa* 
tures are not in the picture now. 

But it’s not too early to plan 
for them. Good hog pasture 
worth at least 250 pounds of pors 
per acre. It is a cheap source ™

Main reliance of the Republicans 
is a two-pronged attack on Bran- 
nan.

The Soil Conservation Service 
is recommending mixed hay, too. 





From Wright county, Iowa, Farm 
Planner Robert L. Locke says: 
“We’re trying to push the idea of 
a little alfalfa in the one-year mea- 
dow. It provides forage all thru 
the season.” 

In Franklin county, Farm Plan- 


ner L. J. Hanson likes this -mix- 
ture for meadows left down just 
one year: Five pounds red clover, 
three pounds alfalfa, one pound 


alsike, three pounds timothy. 

If kept over for another year 
of pasture, he would switch the 
first two and add some brome, as 
follows: Five pounds alfalfa, three 
pounds red cldver, one pound al- 


sike, three pounds brome, one 
pound timothy. 
Don Roberts, Hardin county, 


Iowa, likes the following to keep 
down one year for pasture: Four 
pounds red clover, two pounds 
sweet clover, two pounds alfalfa, 
two pounds alsike, three pounds 


timothy. He can cut a crop of 
hay early, then pasture it. 
These seedings are lighter 


than some would expect. “But 
you can get by with a lighter 
seeding,” contends Clay Tim- 
merman, of Franklin county, 


“if you don’t disk it in.” 


He pulls a low-down broadcast 
grass seeder behind the disk. The 
seed is dragged in, then rolled. 

But Leonard E. Hoffman, who 
specializes in crop seed produc 
tion in Hardin county, has success 
with this method:

You are entitled to put 
in such barricades yourself as will 
protect your property from the 
river’s action.

Hed Hay Track To 
Lightning Rods? . 


To the Editor: I have oné 
barn rodded for lightning pro- 


tection. But it isn’t hooked up 
with the steel hay track. 
Should this be done? IT have 


a steel-roofed barn not rodded. 
Should this be grounded?—R. 
H., Lee County, Lowa. 


Yes, on both questions. Your 
steel hay track should be connect 
ed at end to the conductor 
running along the peak of the roof 
and in the middle if the barn 
quite long. It should also be col 
nected to any metal ventilating 
flues that come within six feet ° 
the track. Flues should be co® 
nected to the roof conducto! and 
grounded at the bottom. 

Steel roofing should be grount 
éd at diagonal corners of the build 
ing. This alone will give pretty 
good lightning protection.

Dairymen Raise Own 
Replacements 


Growth Of High Quality Heifers Is 
Important Part Of Dairy Business 


A DEQUATE herd replacements 


“™“ are always a problem for 
dairymen. Most Iowa farmers 
raise their own, according to re- 
pli received in a recent Wal- 
laces’ Farmer and Iowa Home- 
stead mail survey. 

More than 500 farmers answered 
questions about dairy calves. For 
the purpose of comparison, replies 
were divided into two groups: 
Those from men with purebred— 
or mostly purebred—herds, and 
those from dairyvmen with other 


than purebred herds. 
Three-fourths of the 
men say they try to raise their 
own replacements: three-fifths of 
the men with grade herds say the 
same thing. The others both raise 
their outside

Sale of calves is

income for 60 per cent of 
the farmers milking purebred 
cows, 340 purebred herd own-

Both groups of dairymen suffer 
too many death losses. From 1 to 
3 per cent of the calves die before 
six months of age in 60 per cent 
of the herds; about 10 per cent of 
the dairymen in this sample lose 
4 or 5 per cent of their calves be- 
fore six months, the survey shows. 
Higher losses were reported by a 
few men. 

Thinking of scours, pneumonia 
and other calf troubles, the survey 
asked the question: “What are the 
main problems in raising calves?” 

Several practical fellows report 
the biggest problem is getting few- 
bull and more heifer calves 
dropped. And that’s probably a 
common complaint.

item if you can produce a healthy, 
growthy, well-bred heifer ready to 
go into your herd. 

Nutrition plays a vital part in 
the production of sturdy, well- 
grown heifers. But, if the survey 
results are accurate, most of these 
calves are not fed as well as dairy 
specialists recommend. 

Some whole milk, grains and 
hay were almost universally fed 
to calves by dairymen checkgd in 
this survey. ‘Yet, by the end of 
the seventh week, 65 per cent of 
the dairymen had stopped feeding 
whole milk. 

And, by the end of the seventh 
week, only a few more than half 
of the mer said they usually start- 
ed feeding commercial supplement 
or calf feed which would replace 
the whole milk. 

It could not be determined for 
sure from this survey, but indica- 
tions are that half or more of the 
calves have to get along on grain, 
hay and salt after they are eight 
weeks old. 

That may explain in part why 
production of high quality heifers 
appears to be such a problem, and 
why death losses are so high. 


Experiment station results, 
Morrison’s “Feeds and Feed- 
ing” and other data all indi- 
pate that dairy calves are 
babies until they are about 
six months old. 


Up to that time, they need whole 
milk for best results. But that is 
far too expensive. So skim-milk 
can be used. 

If milk is not available, it 
important that young calves have, 
in addition to grain and high qual- 
ity hay, a calf starter of about 20 
per cent protein, low in fiber and 
high in total digestible nutrients, 
with a plentiful supply of vit# 
mins and minerals. 

From the third or fourth month,

Patrons Of Rochester Co-op Earn Premium 
On Equipment, Wives Cash In On Good Test

Yet many milk buyers operate 
like that They pay all pro- 
ducers the A farmer whose 
milk meets quality tests gets no 
higher price than one whose prod- 
uct has a high bacteria count. 

In other words, most buyers give 
“C’s” to both “A” and “D” pro- 
ducers.

Not so with the Rochester 
Dairy Cooperative at Roches- 
ter, Minn. Its 3,750 patrons in 
Iowa, Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin get credit for quality. 

Let’s say you are one of them. 
We'll say your barn has a concrete 


floor, adequate ventilation, tight 
walls — either painted or white- 
washed. 


Your milk house is near the barn, 
but doesn’t open directly into it. 
Your wife (or you) gives the milk- 
ing machine and utensils a thoro 
cleaning. Your equipment includes 
pails and cloths for washing ud- 
ders, a pad strainer, covered pails 
and a rack or crock for storing 
milker parts in a lye solution. 

With these things, your milk 


probably meets the quality tests 
set up by the co-op. That means 
you’re a “four-plus” producer— 


get 4 per cent above base price. 

If base price is $3.00, then you, 
as a “four-plus-er,” would get $3.17 
per hundred, but that’s not all. 

Your wife would be credited with 
two silver stars for every hundred 
pounds of milk sold to the dairy in 
a certain period. She could accu- 
mulate stars until she had 1,900 of 


them—encugh to earn a free four- 
quart pressure cooke! 
Or she could get a wool blanket

You may harvest your corn 
in the future with a combine, 
says R. W. Jugenheimer, Uni- 
versity of Illinois.

Changed Your Mind 
About Weeds? 


Weed Commissioners Report Real Progress, 
More Help From Farmers In Control Efforts 


we  Ayencos are sure taking the 

country.” That’s what farm- 
ers were saying a few years ago. 
You could see new Canada thistle 
patches popping up all over the 
place. 

Some farmers still say the same 
thing. But progress is being made 
along the Iowa weed front, In But- 
ler, Howard, Mitchell and Floyd 
counties, for instance, farmers 
seem enthusiastic over progress 
made in weed control. 

Several things have helped to 
change the picture. The new weed 
law and county commissioner set- 
up for one. *New chemicals and 
more information on how to use 
some of the old reliables like so- 
dium chlorate and Atlacide have 
helped. too. So has a widespread 
education program. 


Fred E. Hart, commissioner 
in Butler county, points out: 
“Two years ago, farmers were 
afraid roadside spraying might 
kill their cattle. Now they 
ask how you can spray 
their roads.” 


soon 


A member of the Mitchell coun- 
ty board of supervisors adds: “We 
used to have county test plots on 
chemicals. Now farmers are ahead 
of us, doing their own testing. 
Last vear, there were more than 
00 sprayers going in Mitchell 
county.” 

Farmers are changing their 
minds about weed law enforce- 
ment, too. Hart says: “If one or 
two farmers are doing a good job 
spraying weeds, and their neigh- 
bor across the fence isn’t, they 
really push him.” 

Many commissioners worried 
about the last revision of the weed 
law. They didn’t like the provi- 
sion which says they can’t check 
a man’s farm unless somebody 
files a complaint. 


That worry is decreasing, too. 

John Gorman, Floyd county 
commissioner, says: “On a single 
day last year, we took in 60 com- 
plaints. We handed five-day no- 


tices to 135 persons in all. But we 
didn’t have to go in on any of 
them.” 

In Howard county, Commission- 
er John Kovarik had to go in and 
destroy weeds on about a dozen 
farms last year. However, only 
two had to have the costs put on 
the tax sheet. One was an estate 
farm and the other was owned by 
a party living in California. 

Roadside weed control still is 
a problem for county engineers, 
supervisors and weed commission- 
ers. The law makes supervisors 
responsible for control of noxious 
weeds along the roads, the same 
as it requires the farmer to con- 
trol weeds inside his fences, 

With the road clearing fund (a 


three-fourths mill levy), super- 
visors can also clear brush and 
tall weeds which might cause 


snow drifts. Such road clearance 
machinery can not be used on pri- 
vate land, even for enforcing the 
weed law. 


There is another optional 
levy (one-fourth mill) espe- 
cially for weed control equip- 
ment for use on private land. 
Many counties have used this 
levy. 

Floyd county started by spray- 
ing all roadsides. “Now we've quit 
using a boom. It’s spot-spraying 
only,” Gorman “Too many 
gardens were damaged from drift. 
Now we save half on material, too. 
We do no road mowing.” 

Butler county leaves mowing UP 
to farmers, too. The county sprays 
all roadsides — last year, County 
Engineer A. W. Zack reported an 
expenditure of $19,000 for road 
spraying. Cost runs around $16 4 
mile to cover both sides. 

Mitchell county depends on spot 
roadside spraying. They use metal 
markers on the fence to keep track 
of patches of noxious weeds. 

This year, two additions to the 
chemical line-up will help on road- 
side control. Many woody plant, 
tree or brush species have with

W.W.Waymack, Former Member Of Atomic 


Energy Commission, Answers Reader’s Letter 


TOU’VE seen the arguments 

over who should run _ the 
atomic energy project. The army 
was in charge during the war. 

Civilians were in charge after 
the fall of 1946. They are still in 
charge. But the civilian commis- 
sion is getting some criticism. 

In a recent “Voice of the Farm,” 
Wallaces’ Farmer and lowa Home- 
stead published the following let- 
ter: 


“Referring to your editorial, 
‘Can Russia Catch Up?’ please 


note that what progress we 
have made with the atom 
bomb was made during the 


administration of General 
Groves, 

“Also, Russia gained its in- 
formation by leaks or other- 
wise after General Groves was 
not in control. It might have 
been better to have kept the 
experienced bomb-makers on 
the job rather than to have 


turned it over to opportu- 
nists,” 
Now, W. W. Waymack, who 


retired a year ago as one of the 
members of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, and is now living on 
his farm in Dallas county, lowa, 
writes the editor of Wallaces’ 
Farmer and lowa Homestead: 

“The letter-writer’s two prem- 
ises were these: 

“1. That much greater scientific 
advance, acquirement of new sci- 
entific occurred dur- 
ing the military con: 
trol than during the subsequent 
period of civilian control up to 
now. 

“2. That our secrets were well 
kept under military control, but 
have been permitted to leak out 
to the Russians under subsequent 
civilian control.

“As to the leaking of secrets, 
all the evidence so far turned up 
points to the possibility of leaks 
during the time of military con- 
trol, and none of the evidence 
points to any leaks in the time of 
civilian control or as the result of 
any steps taken or omitted by 
civilian control. 

“With thousands’ of persons 
holding in their minds bits and 
pieces of secret information, no 
one can guarantee that nothing 
will ever slip out. But the record 
as to evidence so far is as I have 
stated it.” 

Since Mr. Waymack wrote the 
letter above, Dr. Fuchs, a British 
subject, has been charged with 
giving atomic information to Rus- 
sia. Fuchs was at Los Alamos 
during the period of army control 
of the project. 

Wallaces’ Farmer and _ Iowa 
Homestead has already said, ed- 
itorially, that it agrees with the 
position taken by Mr. Waymack. 
As always, however, the “Voice of 
the Farm” is open to those who 
wish to oppose the 
views of the editors or of any con- 
tributor.

pipe, like a road culvert, up thru 
the center of the bin 
In winter, .this 
sticks up to the roof, is left open. 
That takes below-zero air right 
into the center of the bin. So the 
grain cools off from all sides. It

gets cold enough to kill or seri- 
ously hurt the bugs. 

In the spring, this pipe is 
capped. Grain is enough of an 
insulator that the temperature of 
the grain will stay cool until late 
summer. Grain bugs don’t do 
much damage if the grain temper- 
ature can be held below 70 de- 
grees. 

The PMA did not have time to 
take this precaution. Neither did 
many farmers. It was more im- 
portant to get bins up last fall, 
Hence, they may face a fumiga- 
tion problem when the weather 
warms up. 

All corn in CCC-owned bins is 
inspected monthly. All farm-stored 
grain on which there is a CCC 


loan probably will be inspected 
two times, the state PMA office 
Says. 

One of these farm storage in- 


spections has been made. 

If you have CCC grain on your 
farm, and it starts to show dam- 
age from insects or other reasons, 
you should notify your county 
PMA committee at once.

We nailed a wood strip (1x2 inches)

ends of this strip, the hangers for 


traverse rod were screwed firmly. 
I liked the result. The wider effect has 


lent better proportion to the narrow win- 
dows, and has made the room seem larger. 
The curtains, reaching to the floor, tend 
to raise the ceiling. The colorful draperies 
have made the room come to life. 

We are happy in the pattern we select- 
ed. (Yes, my husband went along for the 
final choice, for he must like them, too.) 

Getting the right color was important. 
We had a wine-colored rug. So wine must 
predominate in the material. 

We had plain, light-colored wall paper, 
so could use bold figures. When draperies 
hang in pleats, it sort of breaks up the fig- 
ures so they don’t look so big, anyway. 


We knew the right pattern as soon 
as we saw it in the store—gray back- 
ground, blending shades of wine in 
the figures, contrasted with green 
and aqua. 


Those contrasting colors can be repeat- 
ed now in pillow tops and in other fur- 
nishings about the room.

Using no valance, I stiffened the heading 
of mine, to make it stand up better. I pur- 
chased regular stiffening material. It had 
little loops into which vou catch the dra- 
pery hooks, thus making the pleats. 

Stitched-in pleats might be more profes- 
sional. But this was easier—and it’s nicer 
when you come to cleaning or pressing 
the drapes. Just take out the hooks, and 
the material will lie flat again. 

Sew up each drapery like an envelope, 
leaving both ends open. Then turn and 
press. Fold top over for heading, and sow 
buckram stiffening onto the back of this. 
Finally, form the pleats and hang. 


Don’t hem until they have hung a 
while, to get adjusted to the window. 
I hemmed mine as they hung, allow- 
ing a clearance of half an inch above 
the floor. You hem the lining sepa- 
rately, as in a coat. 


Some might object to the way I’ve fixed 
my curtains because of the bare look from 
outside. No curtains visible when they’re 
pulled open. It does give a vacant look. 
But it’s all right for a country home. 

If our room had had a high ceiling, we 
could have given the windows a more 
dressed-up look by adding- valances. To 
build a valance cornice board) is a 
simple job for the man of the house. 

In one home. one cornice sets out six 
and a half inches from the wall, another 
eight inches, another ten inches.

When it comes to tomatoes, I 
can*them in one and two-quart 
jars. I never can the juice. 


I feel that rubbing hot tomatoes 
thru a sieve to get the juice is a 
sure way to lose precious Vitamin 
C. Besides, it takes too much time 
on busy canning days. 

A popular winter salad is made 
by simmering two and one-half 
cups tomato juice, a small bay 
leaf, three or four whole cloves 
and two slices of onion about 10 
minutes. Strain, add salt and pep- 
per and one tablespoon vinegar. 

Measure two cups and pour over 
lemon-flavored gelatin, stir well 
and chill until partially set. Then 
add one cup minced celery and one 
cup finelv shredded cabbage. Chil- 
dren like it molded in a ring mold 
or in individual molds. 


Of course, if eaten raw, cab- 
bage is “good for you.” Vita- 
min C is the reason. 


We've never vet found a better 
dressing for slaw than that made 
by our mothers of sweet cream, 
vinegar, salt and sugar. However, 
if cabbage is a little strong, it is 
more palatable cooked. 

Panning is another quick way 
with cabbage—and there is no end 
to the variety of seasonings. Use 
finely shredded cabbage, and one 
tablespoon of fat for each cup of 
cabbage. 

Melt the butter or bacon drip- 
pings in a heavy skillet, add the 
cabbage, cover tightly, and cook 
over low heat until tender—about 
seven minutes. The time of cook- 
ing depends on the tenderness of 
the cabbage and the amount. 

When the cabbage is heated 
thru,.add one of these seasonings: 
\ teaspoon of beef extract, chopped 
bacon, a little vinegar and mus- 
tard or a little meat broth. Some- 
times | cook sliced apples, minced 
onion or minced celery with the 
cabbage.—A. D. W., Nebraska.

Hot Water For 


Cottons 


LENTY of hot water is essen 

tial for most efficient launder- 
ing of cottons, says Margaret 
Furry, textile scientist of the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture. 

The temperature of the wash- 
ing water has much to do with 
how fast and thoroly soil is re- 
moved from cotton fabric. This 
holds true whether the washing 
ing is done by hand or machine, 
whether the water is hard or soft, 
and whatever soap or detergent 
is used. 

“Piping hot” water is advised 
for bed linens, towels, men’s 
shirts and other white cottons, as 
well as for many fast-color cotton 
clothes. For hand washing, have 
the water as hot as the hands can 
bear; for machine washing, have 
it even hotter. 


The only exceptions to the 
rule of hot water for cottons 
are fragile fabrics like fine lace 
or sheers, and delicate colors 
that may be damaged by heat. 


However, it is important that 
stains be removed before clothes 
go into the hot wash because heat 
sets some stains. 

In tests of laundering soiled 
samples of cotton, more than 50 
soaps and synthetic detergents 
were tried in both hard and soft 
water. Results showed that more 
soil was removed in water of 140 
degrees than in lukewarm water 
of 100 degrees. 

Wools, silks and all delicate fab- 
rics are laundered most safely in 
lukewarm water. But most house- 
hold cottons are not harmed by 
the heat, and come out cleaner if 
the washing water is hot enough 
to dissolve greasy soil and pene- 
trate and soften the fibers. 





How To Clean A 
Waffle Iron 


A_N EASY way to clean the grids 
of a waffle iron is to place a 
paper napkin soaked with house- 
hold ammonia between the grids 
and let the iron stand overnight. 
The ammonia loosens up the 
brown “cooked-on” accumulation 
of grease. Then it may be wiped 
off or rubbed off with steel wool. 
(This cleaning method is often 
used also for the inside of ovens.) 
Waffles sometimes stick on a 
cleaned grid just as they do ina 
new iron which has not first been 
seasoned. To prevent sticking, the 
grids should first be greased with 
unsalted fat or oil and the iron 
preheated thoroly before using. 
To keep grids in best condition, 
leave the iron open to cool after 
it has been used.

If April and May are hot and 





dry, the "hoppers will hatch early 
and cause damage earlier. If April 
and May are warm and wet, the

killed by rain, fungus disease or 
bacterial disease. 





It’s. Time To Prune 
Fruit Trees 


Time to prune fruit trees is 
* before they come to life in the 
spring, says Ed Cott, Iowa 

State College horticulturist, 

Last part of February is a good 
time to start. Pruning can continue 
unti] late March,-or as long as 
trees are dormant. 

Remove all water sprouts, suck- 
ers, dead limbs, branches growing 
toward the tree’s center and that 
cross or rub other parts of the 
tree. After that, if pruning hasn't 
been too heavy, remove thicker 
growth that may become crowded. 

Use pruning shears for small 
shoots, loppers for larger sprouts, 
pruning saw for bigger branches. 


For Pigs Or Lambs 




















With a little figuring, Harold Saettre, of Dodge county, Min- 
nesota, has fixed up a 28x56-foot building to do double duty for 
baby pigs and lambs. 


Lambs arrive in February and early March, use the building 
until they go on pasture. The house then is thoroly cleaned, in- 
cluding a hosing down of the concrete floor. After that, sows 


are brought in for late April farrowing.

Remember what eggs were 
bringing last September, Octo- 


ber and November? Poultry 
raisers who started chicks 
early in 1949 cashed in on 


those prices. 


It’s a cinch the same thing will 
be true this year. Chicks started 
now will lay a lot of eggs before 
the big mid-winter run. 

Early brooding isn’t so difficult 
if.you’re equipped for it and do a 
good job. Here’s a short check list 
of things to remember: 

1. Buy good chicks from a repu- 
table hatchery. There’s usually a 
reason for cut rates. Like every- 
thing else, you'll get about what 
you pay for, 

2. Straight-run or sexed? That’s 
up to you. If you can handle more 
chicks than your laying house will 
hold, and if you do a pretty good 
job on fryers, straight-run chicks 
may your best bet. If brooder 
space is limited, you may need it 
all for pullets. 

3. Give the brooder house a face- 
lifting before the chicks arrive. 
Be sure it will be warm. Fix win- 
dows and doors so they fit tight. 
If you can, cut down 
windows to one or 
south, one on east and west.

How To Stop 
Newcastle 


Carefulness is the key to 
keeping Newcastle disease— 
and other ailments, too—from 
getting a start in your flock. 


A new University of Illinois bul- 
letin on Newcastle lists these man- 
|}agement practices your first 
line of defense: 

1. Buy healthy 
reputable hatchery. Take them 
home in your own car or truck. 

2. Buy only day-old chicks. 

3. Don’t allow visitors in 
brooder or laying houses. 

1. Fix up houses so rodents and 
wild birds can’t get in. 

5. Don’t let trucks hauling poul-

try crates, egg cases or feed get 
near your flock. 
6. Don’t buy feed in used sacks. 
7. If you buy hens or pullets, 


or bring birds home from a poul- 
try show, quarantine them for at 
least four weeks. 

If you’ve had Newcastle in your 


flock recently, or if it’s in your 
neighborhood, vaccination may 
ease your worries. 

There are two types of New- 
castle vaccine: Killed-virus and 


live-virus. 

Use the killed-virus on layers— 
it’s only for one to four 
months, but it won’t affect egg 
production. 

Live-virus usually gives lifelong 
immunity, but will knock older 
birds out of production and may 


good 


cause losses in extremely young 
chicks. Use it on young stock four 
to ten weeks old. In any case, 


check with your veterinarian. 





Fowl Typhoid 
Hits Birds 

I had good luck with chick- 
ens the last two years. But 
this year they are starting to 
die. They have enlarged livers. 
Is there a cure?—W. D., Sioux 
County, lowa. 


We suspect that you have an 
outbreak of fowl typhoid in your 


flock. Here are symptoms: Comb 
and wattles usually pale, liver 
lighter in color and enlarged, kid- 
neys often enlarged. 

Treatment consists mainly of 
clean-up. Clean floors often. Thor- 
oly clean the drinking fountain 
daily, then wash with a good dis- 
infectant. Add to water either 
one part of sulfathiazole to 200 


parts water or add one teaspoonful 
of potassium permanganate to 
each gallon of water. 

Keep feeders high enough so lit-] 
ter won’t get scratched into them. 
Try to keep chickens from eating

F YOU’D been with me in Den- 

mark last summer, you'd have 
been impressed by the crops. Hay, 
pasture, smal] grain, potatoes—all 
looked good. But no corn! 

Probably the easiest way to an- 
swer this question is to take you 
with me to Poul Nissen’s farm in 
southern Denmark. 

Like many Danish farmers (but 


not all), Poul lives in a little vil- 
lage of 30 to 40 families. A dozen 
or so of these families are “regu- 
lar” farmers, a few have small 
acreages, some work for larger 


farmers, and the rest make the 
living by working at the local co- 
operative creamery, in the repair 


shops, on the highway t teach- 
ing school, and at other occupa- 
tions. 

We find the Nissens to be a 
friendly farm family, consisting of 
Poul and his wife, and a son and 
a daughter.

Spray Crops With 


Fertilizer? 


By 1960 You May Spray Nitrogen On Your 
Corn When Ears Come Into The Milk Stage 


k ARM crop research workers 

have been looking into a new 
method of applying fertilizers to 
farm crops. What they have found 
opens up some interesting possi- 
bilities for the 1950's. 

For instance, a couple of years 
ago, lowa State College agrono- 
mists found that spraying with an 
iron solution helps spruce up sick- 
ly soybeans in high-lime areas. 


Now word comes that experi- 
ment stations in the east have 
been spraying apple orchards with 


a nitrogen fertilizer. 

A nitrogen compound is 
solved in water and sprayed on 
the trees. It is said to go directly 


dis- 


into the leaves and to start nour- 
ishing the tree at once. 
The manufacturer claims 


that, by spraying, the nitrogen 
level of apple trees can be reg- 
ulated by timing the sprays 
and varying the quantity. 
Nitrogen can be applied early 


for heavy fruit-set. Then, later in 


the season, nitrogen spraying is 
decreased. Less nitrogen available 
then means good ripening and 


high fruit color. 

The fertilizer can be dissolved 
in insecticide sprays. Then two 
jobs—pest control and fertilization 
—can be done at once. 

Spraying with fertilizer 
gets around soil conditions which 
make certain vital plant foods un- 
available. In the Iowa State Col- 


crops 


lege work which was mentioned 
earlier, spraying was about the 
only way to supply the needed 
iron. Here’s the reason why: 
Research workers found that 
the cause of the yellow, dwarfed 
soybeans in the high-lime areas 
of the northern section of Iowa 


a a lack ot one ot the 


trace ele- 


a solution made of 10 pounds of 
ferrous sulfate (iron and sulfur) 
and 25 to 50 gallons of water. The 
beans recovered, went on to make 
good yields. Cost was estimated 
at about 40 cents an acre. 

Just what does spraying ferti- 
lizer mean to the average farmer? 
Will it help him grow bigger 
crops during the fifties? Or make 
him more money? Well, we don’t 
know yet. Not enough experiments 
have been carried out to deter- 
mine just how much value ferti- 
lizer spraying has for corn belt 
families. 

But, in the years to come, you 
will be hearing more about this 
new method. Here are some of the 
possibilities: 

The corn plant makes its great- 
est demand on the soil for nitro- 
gen when it is shooting and filling 
ears. But vou had your last chance 
to add nitrogen when you laid the 
corn by. 

If spraying nitrogen on corn is 
proved successful in experiments, 
it would be possible to put fer- 
tilizer on your corn any time it 
needed it. High-clearance ground 
sprayers or airplanes could put on 
nitrogen spray in August if your 
crop required it. 


When you planted a wind- 
break, or transplanted toma- 
toes, you could make sure the 
seedlings had plenty of plant 
food. You would pour the fer- 
tilizer in the water when you 
wet down the new planting. 
some mineral in 
the soil makes other needed ele- 
ments unavailable (as too much 
lime seems to lock up iron in the 
soil), the spray puts the needed 
element directly on the leaves 
without touching the ground.

Legumes Help Sandy 
And Heavy Soils 


Are you troubled with soil 
that’s too loose or too tight?

Lambs Show 
Good Gains 


Best resulfs in lamb feeding 
tests carried on by Rath Pack- 
ing Company and Iowa State 
College came from a ration 
containing 50 per cent corn, 
15 per cent molasses, 2% per 
cent linseed oil meal and 32% 
per cent ground alfalfa hay. 


Lambs made an average daily 
gain of .42 of a pound at a cost of 
$15.24 per 100 pounds of gain, ac- 
cording to C. C. Culbertson, Iowa 
State College. Tho the lambs sold 
for 12 cents per cwt. less than 
they cost, margin over feed cost 
was $1.84 per head. 

Molasses was cheap this year, 
and it was profitable to use it in 
place of some extra corn. 

There was some indication that 
APF plus the above ration gave 
beneficial results, but more tests 
are needed, Culbertson says. 





Scientists Make Tests 
On New Fertilizer 


A huge deposit of brownish- 
black, fibrous material found 
with lignite coal in New Mex- 
ico has shown amazing ferti- 
lizer possibilities in truck crop 
tests. 


The material contains all the 
elements found in vegetable ash, 
is high in organic content, has a 
bacterial count as high as 28 mil- 
lion per gram, and is very low in 
alkaline content. 

Extensive tests in Arizona and 
California have shown outstand- 
ing results on citrus fruits, truck 
crops and some forages. Further 
tests are under way. 





What Is Wood Worth 
For Heating? 

Here is a table that gives 
approximately the amount of 
seasoned wood to equal the 
heat in one ton of coal. 


The table is on the basis of 80 
cubic feet of wood (with a mois- 
ture content of 15 to 20 per cent) 
to the cord. 

One cord of hickory, ash, oak, 
elm, beach, locust, birch, long-leaf 
pine, hard maple or cherry equals 
one ton of coal. d 

One and one-half cords of short- 
leaf pine, Douglas fir, western 
hemlock, sycamore, red gum or 
soft maple equal one ton of coal. 

Two cords of cedar, cypress, 
redwood, basswood, poplar, spruce, 
catalpa or white pine equal one 
ton of coal. 

For converting to oil-heating 
values, one ton of coal is common- 
ly regarded as being equal to 147 
gallons of fuel oil.

AND IN THE 


Feed Lot

A DRAMATIC demonstration of the 
“dear” price sometimes paid when a 
farmer buys a “bargain” in cheap seed 
was seen at the recent State Weed 
Control Conference. One bushel of leg- 
ume seed was priced at $34.65; anoth- 
er at $25.30. A look at the analysis 
tags, however, showed the cheap seed 
to be by far the costliest. Compared to 
the other, which was 99% pure, the 
cheap seed was only 87% pure, germi- 
nated only 64% and had 3% weed 
seeds, including 42 noxious kinds. The 
lesson is clear. Farmers buying the 
cheap seed would have paid a high 
price in reduced stand and in years of 
fighting weeds. And the moral is: This 
demonstration applies just as mich to 
feeds and minerals as to seeds. 


OUTSTANDING thought in making 
Walnut Grove, 30 years ago, was to 
produce quality merchandise.

But the steel strike and other 
labor problems last fall may make it 
advisable for farmers to look for their 
needs in good time, in case they later 
turn out to be scarce. Winter is a 
good time to stock up on needed re- 
placements, and also the season when 
farmers have the most time to work on 
repair and replacement jobs. 

IT’S QUITE a while to oat seeding 
time, but agronomists are already hail- 
ing a new oat variety, called Shelby, 
as better than any other oat ever de- 
veloped in lowa, including the famous 
Clinton variety. Moreover, Shelby is 
more resistant to smuts than either 
Clinton or Benton. Shelby seed is not 
yet ready for general distribution, but 
the supply will be widely increased 
this coming year so that about 750,000 
bushels of certified Shelby seed will 
be available next fall.
